a. The report confirms the Ilarosszigot 101st Mine Clearance 
Bn, previously known as 1st Mine Clearance Bn. Component 
units of the battalion are constantly doing engineer work 
in continually changing areas. 

b. Other units: 


(1) Engineer unit in Harossziget: Possibly elements of an 
engineer battalion which was previously identified in 
Harossziget, but whose present designation is unknown. 

(2) Engineer unit in Baja: 

An independent engineer battalion has been known in Baja 
since late December 1948. The 1st Mtz Engr Bn, activated 
in Szentendre in March 1949, was to be transferred from 
Szentendre to Baja. It is not known whether the unit ob- 
served in Baja belongs to the independent engineer battalion 
or to the 1st Mtz Engr Bn. Should the unit be assigned to 
the 1st Mtz Engr Bn, the transfer of the battalion from 
Szentendre to Baja would be confirmed. 

(3) The transfer of component units of the 1st Mtz Sig Bn 
from Pecs to Budapest was confirmed. 
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
